•There  were  69  deaths  in  1952  and  81  in  1951. 
Although  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  total  number  of  deaths , 
the  fall  has  been  related  to  females  only.  There  were  no 
deaths  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  only  2 to 
Malignant  Neoplasm  of  the  Limg.  Nine  deaths,  which  is 
2 less  than  in  1952,  were  attributed  to  Coronary  Disease. 

For  the  fourth  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths  due  to 
Pregnancy,  Childbirth  and  Abortion. 

Of  the  total  deaths  30  were  70  years  or  over  at 
the  time  of  death.

No  cases  of  diptheria  were  notified.  There  were  no 
cases  in  1952. 

Diptheria  Immunisation. 

Of  the  children' born  in  the  years  1952,  1951  and  1950, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  25,  39  and  46  were  immunised.  At  the 
end  of  1952  the  number  immunised  for  these  years  was  1,  25  and 
36.  In  1952  the  total  number  of  live  births  was  111  and  in  1950 
and  1951  it  was  84. 

4 children  born  in  1953  were  immunised  by  the  end  of 

the  year. 


The  total  number  of  children  immunised  in  the  Borough 
is  still  low. 

The  three  Infant  Schools  in  the  Borough  were  visited 
and  28  children  were  given  a booster  doge  and  27  were  immunised 
for  the  first  time. 

On  the  9-6-53  diptheria  immunisation  and  ^booster” 
doses  were  suspended  throughout  the  Couhty  as  a result  of  the 
occurrence  of  a case  of  Poliomyelitis  in  a child  at  Blaina.  It 
re-commenced  on  18-9-53.
